2. BEGIN SITREP TEXT: 

RWANDA/BURUNDI SITREP MAY 16 
SITUATION ON THE GROUND 
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EMBASSY FSN REPORTED THAT FIGHTING OVER THE WEEKEND WAS 
VERY HEAVY. THE RPF HAS NOT TAKEN THE MILITARY'S COMMAND 
AND CONTROL CENTERS ON THE MAIN HILL (KIYOVU) YET. 

EMBASSY FSN REPORTS THAT THERE IS NO WATER AND FOOD IS 
SCARCE. HE SAID HE’D BEEN TRYING TO CALL SINCE FRIDAY, 

THAT ONLY TODAY WERE TELEPHONE LINES RESTORED. (AF/C 
TELCON WITH KIGALI) 
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THE RPF'S RADIO STATION (RADIO MUHABURA) REPORTED THAT 
INTERIM GOVERNMENT PRESIDENT SINDIKUBWABO WAS DENIED A 
VISA TO SOUTH AFRICA TO ATTEND PRESIDENT MANDELA'S 
INAUGURATION CEREMONY. (FBIS ABIDJAN AF0522) 

AID WORKERS IN RWANDA NOW ESTIMATE THAT THE DEATH TOLL 
HAS REACHED 500,000 WITH MOST BEING VICTIMS OF ATTACKS BY 
THE RADICAL HUTU DEATH SQUADS RATHER THAN CASUALTIES FROM 
THE FIGHTING BETWEEN REBEL AND GOVERNMENT FORCES. 
TRAVELLERS TO EASTERN ZAIRE REPORTED THAT THE GOVERNMENT

DIPLOMATIC INITIATIVES 

ON MAY 13, IN INFORMAL CONSULTATIONS, THE SECURITY 
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COUNCIL DISCUSSED A DRAFT RESOLUTION WHICH WOULD GIVE 
UNAMIR A HUMANITARIAN AND PROTECTIVE MANDATE AND EXPAND 
ITS FORCE TO 5,500. THIS DRAFT IS BEING REVISED FOLLOWING 
MEETINGS MAY 16 IN NEW YORK WITH SENIOR U.S. OFFICIALS. A 
VOTE ON THE RESOLUTION IS EXPECTED BY TOMORROW, MAY 17 AT 
THE LATEST. (USUN 2059 AND 5/16 E-MAIL) 

THE UN COMMISSION FOR HUMAN RIGHTS RECEIVED THE 27 
AFFIRMATIVE RESPONSES NEEDED TO CONVENE A UNHCR SPECIAL 
SESSION ON RWANDA. PROJECTED DATES FOR THE SPECIAL 
SESSION ARE MAY 24-25. (USMISSION GENEVA 4528) 

A/S BUSHNELL SPOKE WITH RWANDAN FORCE COMMANDER BIZIMUNGU 
AND WARNED HIM THAT THE USG WAS HOLDING HIM, THE MINISTRY 
OF DEFENSE'S DIRECTOR OF CABINET BAGASORA AND THE 
PRESIDENT OF RWANDA PERSONALLY ACCOUNTABLE FOR THE LIVES

GOVERNMENT IS NOT LEGITIMATE BECAUSE THE PRESIDENT DID 
NOT TAKE AN OATH BEFORE PARLIAMENT AS IS REQUIRED UNDER

THE RWANDAN AMBASSADOR TO THE UNITED STATES, AMBASSADOR 
UWIMANA, HAS SENT LETTERS TO RWANDANS LIVING HERE, NOTING 
THAT IF THEY WANTED TO CONTRIBUTE TO THE RWANDAN ARMY, 
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THEY COULD MAKE A DEPOSIT IN A LOCAL AREA BANK ACCOUNT. 

DAS BUSHNELL WARNED AMBASSADOR UWIMANA ABOUT TAKING SUCH 
ACTION. WE ARE INVESTIGATING WHETHER OR NOT SUCH ACTION 
IS ACCEPTABLE UNDER HIS STATUS HERE. (AF/C RECEIPT OF A

ALTHOUGH UNAWARE OF ANY OFFICIALLY DECLARED PLANS TO
